TOKIO, February 16, per eteatnahip 


Peking, via San Franetaco, March 2.— 
Wei-Iiai-Wei will bo remembered in 
this etory of war aa the first placo at 
which the easy progress of the Japanese 
was interrupted by ft eerioua and pn 
longed resistance on the part of their 
enemy. Tlio town itself, from wliich the 
naval station derives its name, together 
with its formidable and elaborate chain 
of land defenses, was captured with the 
usual facility, and wherever the Chini 
wore free to escape they disappeared be- 
fore anything like severe fighting was 
attempted on either side. lUit thosi 
who found themselves surrounded at the 
beginning of the affair seemed tuiimatet 
hy a spirit of defiance wh oily out o 
keeping with the previous attitude ant 
actions of their country men.

WASHINGTON, February 2,—Tho elos- 


ing day of tlio acsaiou of the National 
Congrees of Women opened with the 
consideration of biiBineec matters, 
cabinet to assist the president of the 
council in administering oxccutiyedutiea 
was chosen. Resolutions were adopted 
setting forth the aims and principles ot 
the council. "They expressed apprecia- 
tion of the evidences of the advancement 
of women and forecasted the time when 
tho last restriction placed on women in 
society, church and state, will bo era- 
dicti'd from customs, creed and statues. 


In discussing tho conflict of capital 


and labor, the resolutions urge co-oper-- 
tion instead of compulsion, the submis- 
sion of disputes to the revolutionary 
tribunal of conciliation and arbitration 
and that tho government net the stand- 
ard of equal wages for equal work and 
make women equally eligible for exami- 
nations and employment.

but "i or li cents for tho name article. In 
the journey from Freeno to San Fran- 
cisco thesu prunes undergo a wonderful 
transformation and aro put on tho mar- 
ket in the stores aa French imported 
prunes of high grade. 


Professor Allen claims that it la im- 


possible to get a dealer in San Francisco 
to self Ciililornia prunes, as audi. They 
all 
masquerade 
them 
as imported 


prunes. 
"If you call for California prunes in 


any store in this city," said Professor 
Allen, "you will be shown something 
for. 2<> cents a pound, which the dealer 
will tell you ia a very line imported 
French article. 
If you insist on eeeing 


a California product ho will reluctantly 
bring out a very small, dried-up inferior 
specimen, and stalls that is all he has. 
Now this I call a sham. It is harming 
our fruit industry greatly; it is doing 
the consumer a great injustice by mak- 
ing him pay an inflated price for a homo 
product; it is giving an enormous profit 
to the local dealera, and leaving tho pro- 
ducer entirely out in the cold. We are 
being slaughtered in tbo house of our 
friends."
